PROFIT IN TREE FARMING. 


Government Advice Which Will Help 
Owners ef Fareat Lends. 
Unused lands In any part of the 
United States can be made to produce 
from $6 to $ 2 0 an acre, according to a 
recent forestry report by the govern­ 
ment. 
In the report the interests of the 
country in geuerai are considered, aud 
in this light tree growers are advised 
to keep their trees uncut until they are 
of mature size. 
“Plantations of red 
cedar 1 went? five years old.” says one 
report, ‘ have netted $200.54 an acre. 
European larch, used for telephone or 
fence poets, will net from $200 to $225 
an acre at the age of twenty-live years. 
White pine at the ripe age of forty 
years will produce $3**0 an acre as un­ 
cut lim ier.'’ while other w ood s more 
tim ii twenty years of age bring prices 
that compare favorably with these. 
But to the mao who is expecting that 
in ten or fifteen years his tree crop 
wilt reach a salable value the figure* 
of the national forest service are a bit 
out of reach. 
Yet to that individual 
hojie Is offered iu the announcement 
that there are u^e* aud even good 
prices paid for trees which rauge from . 
the tender aire of six year** up and 
that the demand f**r the** slender 
striplings is trowing greater ra< b year. ! 
An example of this lie* iii the ruatch 
Industry alone. This line of manufac- . 
tur# has nearly all been merged into a 
great trust wbf**h annually purchase** 
at a g*m* 1 figure thousand* of acres of 
white pine trees anywhere from Marne 
to California.

This is to cheek the speed of the mule 
carts a* they go rapidly down the steep 
grade of the mines by tieing thrown 
beneath the wheels. 
These are only a few of the hundreds 
of use* to which young timber may be 
put lf if is nenr enough to a market 
to be sold. 


A Minnesota feeder has a good word 
to say for the Jerusalem artichoke, a 
distant cousin of the wild artichoke 
which has proved a pest in many a 
tilled field. 
He has found thai bor sea. 
cattle, bona, sheep aud goats like the 
tubers sad even eat the leaves, while 
some feeders nae the tops aa silage 
He suggests the artichoke as a ration 
along with alfalfa or clover pasture. 
the animala betug finished for market 
with an added ration of ground oats 
and peas, wheat or barley.

seen those southern girls fall precipi 
tately In love on sight with our Yan 
kee boys and was not especially taken 
aback when Clara Bates showed a sud 
den admiration for me. 
The young lady confined the ex pres 
•ion of her attraction for me to ber 
eyes and ber speech. 
She would not 
permit me even to touch her hand.

It must have been five min­ 
utes before more came. 
Then It was: 
“Goodby, sweetheart! Goodby! Good­ 
by!” 
There was a mag wait after this. 
and I was beginning to fear there 
would be no more when I received an 
other installment, still in the mascu­ 
line: 
“Bob. turn their right! 
Turn ttteir 
right! Turn their right! Oho! Good 
by. Clara! 
Kiss roe!” 
Releasing my prisoner, I left her 
with a derisive “Goodby. Clara!” and. 
directing chat a guard be immediately 
thrown arouod the house thai there 
might be l o communication from it 
with the en em y , I rode at ouce to the 
corps commander. 
“General.” I said. “I have Just pass­ 
ed through mu experience which J in­ 
terpret as follows: I have been enter 
talned by a southern girl who pur­ 
posely gave me false information that 
the enemy in our front would again re­ 
treat.
